SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD The Cell is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The DVD The Cell contains a feature previously examined and classified in video 
format by the Office of Film and Literature Classification. The 35mm film was classified 
as "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons 
who have attained the age of 16 years", with the descriptive note "Contains violence, 
sexual themes and content that may offend". This decision was registered on 31 
October 2000. 

The Cell as a feature contains an already high level of horror and violence. The DVD 
contains additional components such as behind the scenes footage, and deleted 
scenes of a disturbing nature. In this context, the additional depictions on the DVD and 
the impact of the medium in which it is presented make a higher restriction necessary. 
The restriction on the 35mm film to persons aged 16 years of age and over was made 
after lengthy consideration. The decision was made giving particular effect to the rights 
and freedoms guaranteed in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act), and to s6 of the NZBR Act, which requires that wherever an enactment can be 
given a meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in the Bill of Rights, 
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that meaning shall be preferred to any other meaning. However, in the context of this 
feature the nature of the additional depictions on the DVD and the impact of the 
medium in which it is presented make a higher restriction necessary. The additional 
elements mean that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless restricted to persons 18 years of age and over.
